THE NORTH LONDON SYNAGOGUE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir, —The tone of your inspired leaders on the Synagogue—I mean 
the earliest articles—and the expert manipulation of figures, betray the 
« Roman hand,” and aptly illustrate the errors men fall into through an 
inveterate habit of official and dogmatic ossertion. 


It seems a somewhat crooked policy that such prejudiced and prejudi- 
cial statements should be put forth with the avowed object of inviting out- 
lying synagogues to share, not so much the self-assumed glory of the 
United Synagogue, as the duties which essentially fall on the exchequer 
of the latter corporation ; receiving, as it does, the monied support of the 
community both bequeathed and present, 


Ifthe Union of the metropolitan synagogues seem desirable, then 
the enunciation of this harshly freighted judgment against other syna- 
gogues than those comprehended in the Union is, on the contrary, cal- 
culated to do more harm than good in. kindling and fostering communal 
heart-burnuings and provoking resentment; and if ever men are to be influ- 
enced either in their corporate or individual capacity to the performance of 
neglected duties, if even proved to be so, it will not be accomplished by 
such exaggerated and sinister criticisms, which I venture here to depreeate. 


A casual reader, misled by the subtle array of general statements, 
would suppose that the communal burdens, pure and simple, were borne 
exclusively by the United Synagogue, and that the synagogues without the 
pale of its proud patronage, and declining to adopt the principle of centra- 
lizat on, repudiate all communal reponsibilities. This statement is, however, 
wholly at variance with facts, so far as it refers to the North London 
Synagogue. The members of this synagogue bear, equally with every 
member of the United Synagogue, their due share of communal burdens as 
the adjoined statement will, I think, prove. 


‘ 
Phe North London Syragogue comprehends seventy seatholders un- 


attached to any other synagogue who pay severally a rent charge of ten 


shillings and sixpence to the United Synagogue, and the balance of the 
seatholders is made up as follows: twenty-four members of the Great, 
twenty-five of the New, and seven of the Hambro’ Synagogue, who pay 


more or less to their respective parent synagogues. Some of these, indeed . 


still retain seats in their earlier places of worship, All these members 
pay assessed sums to the United Synagogue. I have not reckoned lady 
members, who also pay to their original synagogue; and there are, besides, 
abont ten members who are attached to the West End congregations outside 
the Union. | 

Hence the North London Synagogue, both directly and indirectly, 
pays its due proportion to the United Synagogue, that assumes the sole 
control, credit, and guidance of communal affairs. Synagogues such as the 
North London are peculiarly situated. They have no bequests to receive 
or dispense, and no funded property to fall back upon. Commencing in 
debt, they are obliged, for the first few years of their existence, not only to 
economise—as far as such economy does not interfere with the efficiency 
of the service; the highest and first consideration—but to make great 
sacrifices of money—sacrifices that unfortunately have to be borne by the 
salaried officers—to make two ends meet, and get a revenue sufficient for 
pressing wants. Synagogues outside the Union, such as the North Lon- 
don, derive no income from taxes on Passover flour, and meat-tax ; nor 
can they burden their seats with kindred taxes to the older synagogues, as 
their members have, the most of them, to pay to Peter and to Paul. Nor 
let it be understood that the synagogue, at least in the metropolis, is the 
cnly communal burden—there being heavy burdens outside the synagogue: 
calls daily made and daily responded to, which press as heavily on the 
members of the North London Synagogue as on the other Jews of the 
metropolis, who shrink not from their common’ duties. 


And if the hard and fast line of the “corporate argument be insisted 
upon and pressed home,” then I assert that the amount paid, directiy and 
indirectly, by the North London Synagogue, and in proportion to its 
revenue, income, and expenditure—inevitable expenditure considered — 
equals the amount ceteris paribus disbursed by the United Synagogue. The 
income derived by the “ United Synagogue” from its taxation and its area 
of taxation— comprehending as it does the wealthiest members of the com- 
munity—and from the number of its weddings; and inasmuch as it 
receives the lion’s share of income, so in proportion is it called upon to pay 
the lion’s share of expense. Surely there is nothing inconsistent in this or 
a fact that need be either wept over, or vaunted, or cast into the teeth of a 
body of men who strive heart and soul to do their best for the interest of 
Judaism, And as the United Synagogue is fortunately enabled and can 
well afford to pay its way honourably, let it take to heart Dickens’ advice 
to the boys at Newport—“‘ do your duty and don’t make a fuss about it.” I 
have done mine, I hope, in vindicating the honour of the Synagogue to 
Which I am attached. If the United Synagogue think that it is policy 
that synagogues outside the Union, and who prefer, for the sake 
of preserving thoir full autonomy, to remain unfettered, should in some 
respects be represented at its board on certain conditions, then it is the 
duty of the Council to consult the synagogues involved; and I feel satis- 


fied that, such is the desire of most if not of all Executives to do their ut- 
most for the good of the community, if that good were assured and proved, 
the outlying synagogues would gladly contribute pro rata with their incomes 
and on a corporate basis to support an ecclesiastical government and to 
contribute towards the due maintenance of the poor; and, indeed, a policy 
might be so devised as to enable one dissenting synagogue that conscienti- 
ously cannot support an ecclesiastical government at variance with its 
polity, to bear the burden of the poor—which more than most synagogues 
it can better afford to bear—and still escapes. 

In all reason, let such policy be adopted, and do not let semi-official 
statements go forth that deery and hold up to reprobation synagogues that, 
equally with the most favoured of the older corporation, are but too anxious 
to fulfil the duties demanded of them by their religion, and to teach and 
practice which is the sole object of their foundation. 

In conclusion, [ beg to observe that I have written this letter in my 
personal, and not in my official capacity as an honorary officer of the North 
London Synagogue; and that, although I might, under the cireumstances, 
have, like the writer of the articles preserved a half-and-half anonymity, I 
prefer to address myself to the question without any disguise, and to sub- 
scride myself, your obedient servant, Levin Ler,

THE JEWS OF ROUMANIA. 

Sir Moses Montefiore, President of the Board of Deputies, has notified 
to the Deputies that, having transmitted to Earl Granville, Her Majesty’s 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, a copy of the Resolution adopted 
hy the Board, at the special meeting held on the 18th inst., with reference 
to the affairs of Roumania, he has been favoured with a reply from His 
Lordship, dated the 23rd instant, acknowledging the receipt of the copy 
of resolution, and stating that Her Majesty’s Consul-General at Bucharest 
has transmitted to the Foreign Office a copy of a petition, dated 26th 
February, addressed to the Roumanian Government by a deputation of the 
Jews at Cahul; and that Mr. Green has been instructed, should he find the 
stitements in such petition to be well founded, to make the strongest 
representations on the part of Her Majesty’s Government against the 


-remissness of the Roumanian authorities, which admits of the perpetration 


of such barbarities as are referred to in the petition. 


Letters have been received from Bucharest, bearing the date 
of the 18th inst. At that date all was quiet. The disturbed districts have 
been occupied by strong detachments of soldiers, but apprehensions of 
the renewal of the disturbances at the approach of Easter are very great. 
Threats are heard on all sides, and unless the Government continues its 
vigilance and adopts strong measures, new excessesmay be committed from 
which even Bucharest may not be exempt. These letters also contain an 
account of the outrages committed at Vilcor, a fishing village at the mouth 
of the Danube. Before the outbreak there, the greatest harmony prevailed | 
for many years between the Jewish and the Christian population. The 
village is described as having been in a very prosperous state, and among 
the Jews there was not one poor family; but now they are nearly all 
reduced to begzary. The letters further state that excesses were committed 
in 24 villages of Roumanian Bessarabia, In one of these villages the poor 
schochet was laid hold of by the populace and his ears were eut off. It is 
als» reported that an epidemic has broken out among the Jewish children of 


Cahul in consequence of the hardships endured by them, and that many of 
the little victims have already succumbed. 


The Roumanian Post of the 15th instant, contains a lengthy report of 
a debate in the Roumanian Chamber relative to the outrages against the 
Jews. Deputies Bolliac and Barnali having asked the Minister of Justice 
how it happened that so few Jews and so many Roumanians were incar- 
cerated, the Minister replied that, from the inquiries the Government had 
instituted, il had been made plain to every unprejudiced mind that the pro- 
ceedings which had taken place in Ismail, Cahul, &c., were disgraceful to 
the perpetrators, and that even if a sacrilege had been committed by one or 
more Jows, it was not right to make whole communities responsible ? The 
strictest investigations would be set on foot, and competent tribunals would 


judge the offenders (not the local tribunals of the towns where the offences 


tcok place); and he expressed his conviction that the populace had been 
goaded into violence by the inflammatory articles in a portion of the 
Youmanian press. Their conscience, said he, will one day reproach the 
writers, lest untoward events occurred to their country’s detriment. 

We may add that the commission of sacrilege by a Jew is denied. It 


seems it was an apostate Jew who committed the offence imputed to the 
local Jews. 


An interesting letter signed * H, B. P.,” appears in the Munchester 
Guardian shewing by historical illustration that oppression of the Jews is 
avenged by Providence. A very powerful letter on the same subject from 
the pen of the Rev. G. J. Emanuel appears in the Birmingham Daily 


Post, replying logically to an attack on the Jews by a correspondent to that 
journal. 


Water Suprty.—A pamphlet on Water Supply, considered in rela- 
tion to the protection of the City of London from fire, has been published 
by Mr. Henry A. Isaacs, Common Councilman, and Chairman of the City 
Lands Committee. Mr. Isaacs appears to have carefully considered his 
subject. His scheme, which the pamphlet is written to support, consists 
in the erection of two pumping stations with top reservoirs, connected with 
mains and hydrants, so as to obtain an ample easy and immediate supply 
of water in case of fire. The matter is of general interest, and it merits 


attentive consideration. Mr. Isaacs’ plan seems to us excellent and unex- 
ceptionable. 


Masontc.—The Samson and Lion Lodge of Mark Masters, No. 86, 
held their installation meeting at Mason’s Tavern, on the 20th inst. The 
lodge was opened by Bro. Israel Abrahams, W.M., who presented Bro. 8. 
Pollitzer for installation as W.M. Bro. A. D. Loewenstark was unani- 
mously re-elected Treasurer; and Bro. Laing as Tyler. Bro. Pollitzer, 
W.M., then presented Bro. Israel Abrahams, P.M., with a Past Masters’ 
Jewel, to mark the kind and courteous manner in which he had presided 


over the lo’ge as W.M. during the previous 12 months, The ceremony 
concluded with a banquet. | 


Prymovurn.—The London letter of the Australian Israelite, in referring 
to the recent Plymouth election, describes the Jewish electors as ‘‘ rene- 
gades.” This isa most unfair and undeserved imputation. Although 
reluctant to reopen the question, we are in justice bound to say that the 
statement of the Times as to the Jews all voting for Mr. Rooker at 9 
o’clock on the day of election, was inaccurate. Only two voted for him. The 
other electors were neutral. , Mr. Rooker had offended and hurt the Jewish 
community by the active partisanship of himself and his wife in conver- 
sionist proceedings in the borough. The Jewish electors would not vote 


for him, nor against their political convictions ; and hence they abstained 
from voting at all. | | 
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THE ARIA COLLEGE, 


[SECOND ARTICLE, | 


It is undoubtedly # good thing that the greatest possible respect 
_ should be paid to a testator’s expressed wishes, and that every endeavour 
should be made to carry them into effect. It is only where those wishes 
are self-contradictory and inconsistent that an attempt should be made to 
set them aside. We conceive this to be the case with Mr. Aria’s will. 
He has left a certain sum of money for the training of ministers at Portsea, 
Now it seems to us that this fund can be employed either in training 
ministers ; or in the establishment of some memorial at Portsea: but that 
these two objects cannot be carried into effect together. The question 
then arises whether the testator would have preferred that Jewish ministers 
should be trained elsewhere, or that his legacy should be devoted in his native 
town to some other purpose, The perusal of the will compels us to believe 
that the former of these alternatives is the more consonant with the testa- 
tor’s wishes. We propose then to consider how the fund might adyan- 
tageously employed in London, 

It cannot be doubted that the annual income derivable from the sum of 
money that will fall into the hands of the trustees could be made 
productive of a large amount of good if employed in London, whilst it 
would be practically useless if expended in Portsea, where none of those 
educational advantages which a student of Jewish theology requires are to 
be obtained. It would be impossible in such a town, and with so small a 
fund, to give Jewish students the opportunity of studying those secular 
subjects which are essential to their training ; and the difficulty of securing 
suitable religious instruction would be still greater. It should, moreover, 
be remembered that the education of a Jewish minister must not only be 
intellectual and religious ; it must also be social. It is necessary that he 
should mix frecly in good society ; that he should rub off the conceits and 
asperities which school-life may have helped to form; and that he should 
acquire a certain polish of manners and cultivated bearing which place him 
on a level with those who occupy a higher social position. Portsea is 
hardly calculated to confer upon students who might reside there thes 
social advantages. We must remember that the duties of a minister are 
ife should be the friend of the 
poor and of the rich, of ‘the ignorant and well-informed. Ile should: be 
able to adapt himself to all classes, and should be neither awed by the 
splendour of the great, nor disgusted by the squalor of the lowly. His 
ministrations should not be restricted to the poor: they are equally essen- 
tial to the rich and to the powerful. Every phase of society has its dis- 
tinguishing failings, which the preacher should endeavour to expose. To 
this end he should see as much of life as possible. Ile should move among 
men and women of culture, of refinemeat and position, He should endea- 
vour to supplement his book-knowledge by contact with minds superior to 
his own. These lessons in practical wisdom, and the advantage which all 
students derive from cultivated society could hardly be obtained in Portsea ; 
and we are therefore very anxious that a Jews’ training college should be 
established elsewhere. 

In devising a scheme for the employment of this fund, we should do. 
well to be guided by the experience to be gained from similar institutions 
now existing. In Germany the principal Jewish training college is in 
Breslau, and the education which it affords is of so high a character that 
it is clearly impossible to give English students any similar training in a 
town where there is no university or kindred iustitution, {In the seminary 
at Breslau, under the able direction of Dr. Frankel, there are professors of 


not confined to any one grade of society. — 


mathematics, of classics, natural science, Hebrew and theology in all 


branches; and in addition to these advantages, the students can attend 
lectures at the university itself. In Berlin there is a smaller endowment 
for the purpose of supplementing the ordinary university education with 
lectures on Oriental, talmudical and theological subjécts. The fund does 
not provide for the maintenance of the students, but it enables them to 


profit by the instruction of some of the most learned Jewish scholars. The 


names of Zunz, Steinschneider, Lebrecht and Harbriicker are associate: 
with this institution, and they indicate the advantages which the theolo- 
gical students cf Berlin are enabled to obtain in addition to those which 
the university confers. 

In London, we have no Jewish training scaool which can serve as a 
model for the employment of these funds; but the Unitarians possess an 
institution which gives to its students a better and more truly religious 
education than that afforded by any other body with which we are 
acquainted. Manchester New College, which for some years has been 
established in Gordon-square, has sent out able preachers, sound scholars, 
and earnest defenders of religion; and we could heartily wish that there 
could be found more men among our Jewish ministers who world bear 
comparison with the ordinary standard of Unitarian clergymen. Manches- 
ter New College is a training school, in many respects similar to that 


Which the late Mr, Aria undoubtedly wished to establish for the Jews. 


It is well endowed. The students are resident. Special instruction: is 


affarded under the direction of the Rev. James Martineau, Mr. Russel |. | 


Martineau, and others in philosophy, theology, Hebrew, Church history, 
&e., and the students profit, moreover, by the advantage of University 
College, which adjoins it. The pupils are invitel to take the highest 
University honours, and extra prizes are given to those who specially dis- 
tinguish themselves, Trial sermons are given in the College, to which 
the trustees and other friends are invited: and the students are permitted 
to test their capabilities by occasionally takin» charge of a congregation 
during the minister’s absence. The career of all students is anxiously 
watched by the authorities of the College, and every endeavour is made to 
obtain employment for them. | 


Such an institution as Manchester New College is for Unitarians 
might Aria Coliege be for Jews. The benefit which so many members of 
our community have already derived from U niversity College, causes us to 
Jook with satisfaction to the advantages that might be gained by supple- 
menting the excellent education it affords by special theological training. It 
is compatible with the wishes of the testator that other funds should be added 
to his endowment, so that the benefits of the college might be more gene- 
rally conferred. Much of the good the Jews’ College now effects might be 
considerably increased if it were amalgamated with the Aria College, and 
were moved from Finsbury to the neighbourhood of Gower Street. There 
is no doubt that if once a good training school were established, in which a 
thorough secular education should be combined with theological instruction , 
any additional funds that might be required would be readily farnished by 
the community. The Aria endowment would give a start and impulse to 
the movement, and this is all that is required. Compared with the esta- 
blishment of a school at Portsea, what an immense amount of good might 
he effected, if a house were rented in close proximity to University Col- 
lege, and the students were permitted to attend the lectures that are there 
delivered! The institution might be placed under the superintendence of a 
Jewish director, who would be able to give instruction in Hebrew and kin- 
dred subjects. The services of other eminent scholars might be engaged, 
and we should see lectures established in all the highest departments of 
rabbinical philosophy. .The students would be reqnired to give periodic 
proof of their application to their studies, to qualify themselves for Univer- 
sity distinctions, to preach on Saturdays in the synagogue attached to the 
house, an | occasionally to assist at the services of the yarious metropolitan 
congregations. The English Jews would have a theological centre. The 
students would enjoy the advantages of mixing at University College with 
students of all other religious denominations, and it is impossible to over- 


estimate the benefits they would thus derive. New intellectual circles 


would be opened to them; their thoughts would be directed into new 
channels; and they would be able to take their place with confidence and 
distinction among the learned divines of every community. Can we doubt 
that the systematic education of our clergy would be without effect in ele 
vating the religions tone of Jewish society ?. Can we doubt that Jewish 
ministers, carrying with them a diploma from such a College, and prizes 
from the University, would merit and obtain more respect and greater 
influence than they now enjoy. 

We believe that the Aria Endowment might be made the means of 
elevating the religious condition of the whole community, of training 
ministers who would be an honour to us, and ef causing the study of He. 
brew literature to take root in our land. Such an opportunity has never 
before presented itself, and nothing is wanted to secure for the Jews of 
England the prize, which it is possible we may lose, but the efforts of 
intelligent and influential men, the outspoken testimony of those who know 
what elements are necessary to the training of a Jewish minister, and how 
impossible it is to obtain them, except in the neighbourhood of a Univer- 
sity, and in the centre of such Jewish talent as we possess. If we could 
see any way in which the testator’s contradictory wishes could be jointly 
accomplished, if we could see how such varied instraction as a Jewish 
minister requires could be afforded at Portsea; we have too much respect 
for the sanctity of a will, to advise the setting of it aside; but believing 
that one or other only of the testator’s wishes can be cerried into effect— 
that a memorial might be established in Portsea, or that ministers might 
be trained elsewhere ; and feeling convinced that the great object of the 
late Mr. Aria’s endowment was to educate and maintain young men to 
officiate in our synagogues, we can see no other course open to those who 


will have power to act, than to direct that a scheme shall be devised for the 


employment of the fund in London. We sincerely hope that so important 
a matter will not be lost sight of by the community: and we look forward 
with confidence to the time when the professors of University College 
shall have become familiar with the students of the Aria College, and when 
the University of London shall have enrolled many of its members as 
graduates in honours.

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THE SYNAGOGUE QUESTION. 
[ THIRD ARTICLE.} 


WE proceed with the investigation of this question—feeling assured 
that it is of moment : 

The next division of London that calls for consideration is one of the most 
important—though one whose limits are not easily defined—the Central 
district. This district may be described as comprehending the mass of 
dwelling and business houses whose northern boundary is that broad tho- 
roughfare which extends from Finsbury to Paddington, under the various 
designations of City-road, Pentonville-road, Kuston-road and Marylebone-_ 
road: while its southern boundary isthe river. Its eastern limit is Clerk- 
enwell; and its western limit may be roughly described as the southern 
portion of the Edgware-road. | 

The eastern section of this important district is insufficiently provided 

with synagogue accommodation. The western and central sections are 
remarkably well provided for in this respect. Indeed, these sections 
need such provision, for they contain a mass of dwelling houses 
inhabited by Jewish families—as, for instance, the numerous and spacious 
squares and streets built on the whilom fields of Bloomsbury, or, as it was 
once called, Lomesbury. The centre of this system is Russell-square 
(which stands on the site of the historical Field of the Forty Footsteps, and 
which now resounds on Sabbaths and Festivals with many repeated forty 
footsteps of Jewish pilgrims on their way to Synagogue), and round it are 
the satellite squares and streets on the Bedford and Grafton estates. Here 
also is Bedford-square, once sarcastically called the “ Citizen’s first flight.” 
More westward lie the stately streets and squares built on the Portman 
and Manchester estates. The enormous number of Jewish inhabitants of 


this district may be estimated by the circumstance that it became absolutely - 


necessary for their synagogal accommodation to build a spacious edifice 
containing® 1,000 seats; and this, though it has only been erected thre 


years, is almost filled with paying seatholders. This handsome building is 
a cynosnre of attraction ; it is thronged on festivais, and fairly filled on 
ordinary Sabbaths. The social position of its worshippers may be esti- 
mated by the fact that the average of the offerings is considerably higher 
than that of any other of the constituent congregations of the United Syna- 
gogue. The daily services and what we may call the subsidiary services— 
such as those of Purim, Hanucah, Middle days of Festivals, and Historical 
Fasts—are not by any means well attended: and it is certainly to be 
deplored that that zealous description of piety which is manifested 
by synagogue attendance on such days (and which marked and still 
marks the East of London) does not distinguish this “genteel” 
community to the same extent. On the other hand, this commnu- 
nity is attentive to the duties of benevolence which it is called on to 
exercise for the support of communal charities and other institutions. The 
Central Synagogue, as a building, does more than ordinary local suit and 
service. It provides accommodation for the transaction of communal busi- 
ness—not only for that of the United Synagogue itself, but the business 
of various institutions of general interest to the body of Jews. 
It is to be regretted that when the synagogue.was erected, some 
provision was not made for the establishment of schools or religious- 
lecture rooms. Perhaps it was not possible to make such provi- 
sion. The large area beneath the central hall of the synagogue, 
though extremely advantageous for many purposes, could scarcely 
be expediently or usefully applied for scholastic purposes. We need cer- 
tainly have no anxiety as to sufficiency of synagogal accommodation for 
the population of this district, though we cannot avoid expressing 
our regret—not for the first time—that this synagogue was not s0 
arranged ag to contrive a larger number of cheap seats, so that, as 
we have before said, many persons who at present attend without rent- 
ing seats might be able to rent them; and many who’ do not attend at all 
might be induced to attend. This synagogue, like the Great Synagogue, 
has had only one warden in attendance during the year, the other warden 
having been absent during his whole year of office, except on one occasion. 
Ho ever (as in the Great Synagogue), the financial officer has efficiently 
served as a Parnas. 


It had been urged that instead of there having been a single large | 
synagogue in this neighbourhood, there should have been several syna- 
gogues ; but we believe that the course pursued was a correct one. The 
Central Synagogue stands almost centrally of the majority of its seatholders, 
and it is not more than a half hour’s walk from those who reside at the 
longest distance from it, except of course from those who reside at excep- 
tional distances: and it is not more than a quarter of an hour’s walk from 
the residence of the great majority of its congregants. | 


It is somewhat to be lamented that when the new syna- 
gogue was opened, arrangements were not made to restore our 
beautiful morning ritual to its pristine position of dignity in the 
service. As it is, owing to the system of divided services, which, by the 
way, is also adopted at Bayswater Synagogue, some of the most impres- 
sive and fervent portions of ovr prayers are said to empty benches. The 
service commences at an hour varying from a quarter to nine to nine 
o'clock. After the Psalms and the mourners’ Kaddishes, the real service 
commences. The morning blessings, the (5992, the Psalms, including 
the special Psalm for the Sabbath, the }3W—sheet anchor of our faith— 
the forcible FAW, the first “P“W, are recited for the benefit of the Minyan 
men and the mcurners, and for those strong-minded Jews who do not object 
to leave home without breakfast and remain in synagogue till half-past ° 
twelve. Then ensues a break in the service, in which the majority of the 
congregants enter—a few preferring, however, not to avail themselves of 
this interruption, and electing to disturb the service and the worshippers 
by arriving ten minates later. When the choir arrives, a psalm—not in 
the ordinary ritual—is sung, and the ordinary service proceeds. We pur- 
posely call attention to these circumstances in connection with the Central 
Synagogue, because, both by its local position, its dimensions and the 
intelligent representative character of its congregants, it ought to be a model 
synagogue in all respects ; ondits administrators should have the spirit and 
courage to complete the work they have so admirably commenced by ren- 
dering its service as consonant as possible with the beauty of the religion 


to which it is dedicated, and with the social and intellectual status of its 
congregants. 


There are two other synagogues in the West End which formerly con- 
stituted one single synagogue. The congregation never formed part of the 
allied synagogues, and did not join in the treaty by which those syna- 


gogues bound themselves for mutual defence not to accept the recalcitrant 
members of each other. 


The first western synagogue was in Brewer-street, Golden-square. 
Afterwards a separation took place; one synagogue was established in 
Maiden-lane, Covent Garden, and the other in St. Alban’s-place, Haymarket 
(1826). Both these synagogues still remain outside the pale of the Union 
of the Synagogues, and this is to be lamented. The St. Alban’s service 
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hes the advantage of a fairly good choir, and the minister gives occasional 
lectures. The synagogue was re-decorated and re-dedicated in 1870, the 
expenses being incurred by one of its members, Mr. M. Isaacs. It provides 
accommodation for a number of our brethren; but, as the Central Syna- 
gogue is not in inconvenient proximity to the Haymarket, it is a question 
whether the removal of St. Albans synagogue to another western district 
might not be advantageous. Several districts suggest themselves, One is 
Chelsea or Pimlico, where there is (as we shall presently show in referring 
to the ultra-west) a Jewish population, Another is Holborn, where there is 
a Jarge Jewish population. Saffron Hill, Clerkenwell, Finsbury, Soho, 
St. Giles, Smithfield, would be served by a Holborn Synagogue. <A 
third Jocale is St. John’s Wood, which has put forth a potent voice for 
synagogue accommodation. A fourth is Kilburn, where Jews congregate. 
Possibly some intermediate position might be fixed on to accommodate St. 
John’s Wood, the north of Regent’s Park, Hampstead, Wilburn and 
Belsize, and the terra incognita vel ultima Thule, which is stretching out 
its brick and mortar Jimbs into the fair fields which were so long held 
sacred for the Sunday expeditions of Cockaygne amongst emerald grass 
and golden daisies, | 

We need scarcely add that our motive in making these expla- 
nations is composed of two elements—two desires: First, to provide 
congregational accommodation for the Jewish community wheresoever 
—located.. Secondly, to prevent an undue accumulation of the Jewish 
population, whether for business, profession or residential purposes, in any 
one locality. Such concentration has already proJuced infelicitous effects 
in the City, and especially in the neighbourhood of the Free School. The 
prolonged apathy of the community in educational matters induced the 
concentration of the poor Jews around the great school in Bell-lane. Till 
within the last few years—except, of course, the excellent scholastic provi- 
sion afforded by the welt conducted Free School in Greek-street, Soho 
—there only existed one school for the education of poor Jewish 
children—the Bell-lane Free School. And yet, forsooth, we have 
heard the supporters and administrators of that school virulently censured 
for tlhcir remissness.in having caused an undue concentration of poor Jews 
in the squalid and unwholesome quarters surrounding the school provided 
expressly for their educational accommodation! What could the very poor 
Jews do save to reside in a neighbourhood in which they knew they could 
— obtain free tuition for their children? What could the Free School Com- 
mittee do save to provide, as well as they could and with such means as 
flowed—certainly liberally—to them, for the accommodation of the children 
who presented themselves for instruction ? 

It is time, however, that other principlesshould prevail, The * paying ” 
section of the Jewish community has emigrated from its ancient quarters 
to other and various districts of this great metropolis. The ‘paid for” 
section of the community may now safely immigrate into such quarters : 
for, of course, it is a clear duty of those of cur brethren who are competent 
to help those who need their help to do so, tothe best of their ability. 
What we desire is that there should be-a general distribution of Jewish 
residents in the general population, and that if this result be brought about, 
suitable arrangements for purposes of public worship (as well as of com- 
bined religious and secular education, or, as it is now called, denomina- 
tional educatiun), should be provided. 


The extreme west will form the subject of our next article. 


THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE AND THE OUTSIDE 
SYNAGOGUES. 


Ix another part of this journal will be found a letter from Mr. Levin Lee | 


referring to a recent leader in these columns on the subject of the Finances 
of the United Synagogue. Mr. Lee specially refers to our observation as 
to the accounts of the United Synagogue, in which he seems to detect a flaw. 
We have again examined the accounts and we fail to find an inaccuracy 
either in our statements or our arguments on this point. The United 
Synagogue is strong enough to protect itself without our championship. 
Indeed, we do not affect to be the partisan advocates either of that body 
or of any other in ourcommunity. Happily the Jewish Chronicle is inde- 
pendent of any special section, corporation, clique, or.“ interest.” Yet we 
cannot forbear from stating that Mr. Levin Lre has furnished a more 
cogent argument in support of our views as to concerted action than any we 
had adduced. He lays stress on the fact that a majority of the members of 
the North London Synagogue belong to other congregations; and thus, in 

order that they may bear their proportion of communal burdens, they are 
obliged to distribute their contributions through variouschannels. But, by 
belonging to one synagogue, and paying to another, they bear the burden of 
payment without exercising an efficient voice in the control and adminis- 
tration of the funds to which they contribute. Surely, this is a strong 
argument in support of our views as to the expediency of alliance with the 
United Synagogue. It seems to us that the constitution of the United 
Synagogue is so devised that, instead of attempting to centralize, it provides 


most degraded brother. The kindness of Jews for Jews is unfailing 


ample means for the free and separate action of each constituent body, The 


elements only combine for such purposes and such interests as are common 
to all alike. 


THE SATURDAY REVIEW AND THE JEWS OF ROUMANIA. 

Tue Saturday Review—a journal whose utterances command the respect 
due by a thorcughly intellectual and reasoning nation to a thoroughly 
intellectual and reasoning journal—contains an admirable editorial 
on the subject of the Jews of Roumania. Although we cannot fully 
concur with all the inferences and conclusions of the article, we should be 
most ungrateful if we were not to affirm, in the name of the respectable 
community of Jews of which we are the recognised organ, that we grate- 
fully appreciate the sentiments expressed in the popular -and deservedly 
popular—weekly. We may add that the Saturday Review is popular, 
because, instead of bending to a party, or permitting itself to be warped by 
a prejudice, it seems to pursue a certain lucid course of duty, which course 
it follows with earnestness of devotion and with experienced literary 
ability. 

In this article, which has made a great stir in those numerous 
Jewish circles that aspire to social intellectual distinction, 
the whole “Jewish” question has been considered apropos of the special 
Jewish question concerning Roumania, . Doubtless, sooner or later, the 
whole Jewish question will have to be regarded in yarious lights—not only 
political but religious. Hn attendant, the Saturday Review has taken up a 
high ground, which cannot be attained by less prominent exponents of 
public opinion, or by less well advised leaders of public thought. 

The Saturday Review, in the able article te which we refer, sets 
forth the question of the Roumanian Jews with combined logic and elo- 
quence. We urge our readers to peruse this statement of facts 
and inferences. It is true, as the Saturday Review properly observes, 
that religious fanaticism is not the sole motive of Roumanian_ barbarity. 
It is true that a great amount of that barbarity is due to. the. objection 
entertained not merely by half civilized Roumanians, but by some wholly 
civilized and refined Englishmen, to pay just debts and recognised fair 
obligations. Half the silly references to the Jews in fashionable novels may 
fairly be ascribed to this sentiment of refined repudiation. In the novels 
of the day, it is considered extremely effective to include contemptuous 


passing references to the Jews—the Jews here being an euphemistic allusion 


to the unfortunate creditors of the fashionable individuals, who enjoy 
themselves in refined circles and with refined amusements at the expense 
of others, and whose amusements are occasionally clouded by a summ 
to pay those who. provide means for their enjoyment. 


The subject of the Jews of Roumania affords the Safirdiny Review an 
opportunity for a coup doeil at the general status of the Jews. The Rersew 
says, with justice, that ‘‘ the inner world of Judaism is that of a democracy. 
The millionaire never dreams of despising, or failing to aid, his poorest and

S, Spon- 
taneous, and unaffected. The shabbiest hat buyer or orange ‘seller of 


Houndsditch is as sure of having the means provided for him of keeping 
the sacred feast of the Passover as if he lived in a Piccadilly mansion.” 


Views similar to those which we set forth in our leader at the opening 
of the present year—a leader which received the honour of quotation in the 
Times—are enunciated as follows in our popular contemporary, in a far 
more eloquent manner than we could compass : 


‘These people—so exclusive, so intensely national, so intimately linked 
together—have shown the most astonishing aptitude for identifying themselves 
with the several countries in which they have cast their fortunes. “An English 
Jew is an Englishman, admires English habits and English education, makes 
an excellent magistrate, plays to perfection the part of a squire, and even exer- 
cises discreetly the power which, with its inexhaustible oddity, the English law 
gives to him, while it denies it to members of the largest Christian scet, and 
age 1g incumbents to livings so as to please the most fastidious bishops. ' The 

‘rench Jews were stout friends of France during the war, served as volunteers 
in the defence of Paris, and opened their purses to the national wants and their 
houses to the suffering French. The German Jews were as stout Germans in 
their turn, and in war, as in peace, they are always ready to show themselves 
Germans as well as Jews. It is the combination of the qualitiet of both nations 


that is now raising the foremost of the German Jews to their high ravk in the 
world of wealth.” 


The generous reference to Jewish family life contained in the articleof 


the Saturday Review is of a nature that cannot fail to be thoroughly 
pleasing and welcome to our community : 


“If they are not decoyed into Christianity by their social aspirations, Jews 
are unassailable, for the most part, by the force either of persecution or argument : 
and although there are some conversions to be attributed to Christian reasoning 
or Christian gold, they are probably counterbalanced by the accession to Judaism 
of Christian women who marry Jewish husbands. The Jews therefore lead. and 
must lead, on the whole, a family life marked by something of reserve and 
isolation. But the disadvantages they have thus to endure are not without their 
compensative advantages. Their family life, by being secluded, has gained in 
warmth and dignity. In very few families is there so much thougbfulness, 
consideration, parental and fraternal affection, reverence for age, and care for 


| the young as in Jewish families. The women, too, have been ennobled, not — 
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degraded, by being thrown on themselves and on their families for their sphere 
of thought and action.” 

Again: 

“ Leisure, activity of mind, and the desire to hand on the torch of instruc- 
tion from the women of one generation to those of another inspire Jewesses 
with a zeal for education, alove of refinement, and a sympathy with art. Homes 
of the best type are of course to be taken as the standard when it is inquired 


what are the characteristics of a race as seen at its best ; and European family 
life has few things equal to show to the family life of the highest type of Jews. 


The Suturday Rerier, in common with other exponents of Engtish 
pnblic opinion, supports the cause of the Jews of Roumania. Undoubtedly 
the moderation of the national character, hatred of oppression, attachment 
to religicus liberty, and love of fair play, combine in evoking sympathy for 
the oppressed Roumanian Jews. We cannot but feel grateful for the interest 
shewn in the unhappy fortanes of our brethren. It behoves us, all the 
more, to act with pradence—and with energy at the same time—on behalf 
of those who are bound to us by the strong ties of religious fraternity and 
acommon origin. It is impossible to avoid seeing that the question is 
beset with complex difficulties. Romania is still under the suzerainty of 
Turkey. An appeal on the part of our Government to the Turkish 
Government would, doubtless, be effective in inducing action on the part of 
the Porte, but the interference of the Sultan might lead to counter inter- 
ference—or to an exeuse for intervention—from a powerful neigh- 
bour of Roumania, which has long proposed to exert influence in the 
provinces now united by that name ; which has never waited long for a plea 
for possible interference; andwhich at this moment seems disposed to avail 
itself of the altered conditions of European affairs to remedy the misfor- 
iunes of its last contest, and to regain the position from which it was 
deposed by the victorions armas of Western Earops.

communicate with the reverend preachers of the Central and Bayswater Syna- 
gogues, in order that the necessary steps may be taken for carrying out the above 
arrangement.” |

MANCHESTER JEWS’. SCHOOL. 

The thirty-third annual report of the Manchester Jews’ School has 
been issued. ‘The institution has 412 pupils. It appears, from the report 
cf Her Majesty’s Inspectors of Schools, to be in a most flourishing condition 
as regards secular education, We trust that the Hebrew and religious 
instruction is equally good. The Government Inspector considers the 
instruction given in the boys’ school most creditable, “ as the numbers passed 
(148 out of 153 presented) will abundantly show.” The girls’ school he 
classes “ quite among the very best he visits. The order is most admirable, 
and the teaching in every way most satisfactory, thorough and intelligent.” 
He speaks highly, also, of the Infant School, which is under the special 
management of a ladies committee. 

It is evident that the committee and teachers work zealously and 
judiciously for the school, and they deserve the greatest credit. The 
decease of Miss Behrens, an ardent supporter of the schools, is referred to 
in terms of great sorrow. 

We learn with regret that, notwithstanding the wealth and prosperity 
of Manchester, the financial position of the school is not flourishing. This 
is greatly to be lamented. There appears to be a falling off in annual 
subscriptions. Manchester is the second city in England, and it has a rich 
and intelligent congregation, capable of appreciating the value of education 
and of aiding its cause with a generous hand. As both sections of the 
Manchester community are united in supporting the school; and as the 
success of the institution is as evident as are its utility and necessity, we 
hope that means will not be wanting to carry out fully the admirable cause 
which the school represents.

PURIM,.—SECOND PART. 


We say that Esther had great good qualities, Perhaps she was not a 
“ perfect woman,” though she was “ ncbly planned.” She had great powers 
of heart, soul and mind for the furtherance of her sacred mission. She had 
the excellent quality of knowing how to follow good advice. Most people 
know how to ask advice. Many know how to fale it. But it is astonish- 
ing how few there are who know how to follow it. The lamented Grace 
Aguilar drew the character of Esther with a firm and judicious pencil; but 
we are not certain that we can concur with every lineament of her portrai- 
ture. In considering the character of Esther, we must make allowances 
for the circumstances by which she was surrounded; the times in which 
she lived. Even making these allowances, we may perhaps at first 
consider that her desire to have the ten sons of Haman hanged on the 
gallows places her character in an unfavourable aspect. The fact is, that 
Esther did not wish the sons of Haman lo be put to death. They had 
already been put to death before she suggested that they should be hanged 
on the gallows. Her object was that the exposure of their bodies might 
strike terror in the enemies of her people, and thus protect the latter from 
further attack—just as pirates have been exposed in ancient days on cruci- 
fixes, and in later days on gibbets, along the sea coast or river banks—to 


deter others from commission of like crimes. The exposure of Haman’s sons 


moreover, migbt have had an effect in calming the aroused indignation of 
the Jews, whose anger and fear would have been allayed when they saw 
that the race of their oppressor and enemy was really exterminated. The 
other dramatis personae of the idyl may be rapidly disposed of. Vashti, 
the ill-used and discarded wife of Ahasuerus, a very beantiful lady, is soon 
disposed of; Hatach, the chamberlain appointed by the king, to wait on 
Qneen Esther; Zeresh, the wife of Haman, fit helpmeet for such a vindie- 
tive husband—and a few less important personages whose names are men- 
tioned as they appear and disappear momentarily on the scene. 

Having thus before us the scene of the story, and the drvinat’s pers 
sonae, we now come to the story itself. That story has been already told 
in such a graphic and interesting manner by the Misses de Rothschild, in 
their recently published “ History of the Jews,” that it seems ‘not only 
useless, but even presumptuous, to give its details here in other language. 
For younger readers than those for whom the Misses de. Rothechild’s work 
is intended, the Purim story has been told in a pleasant fashion by “ H. 
N.” in one of her clever little books for children. 


Yet let us linger over that familiar narrative for a while. We do not 
offer to tell it in the way it is often told—in the fashion of any one nar- 
rator ; but we only propose to trace it through the sacred book, guiding our 
selves by the landmarks laid down for us by the Bible—chapter by chapter 
of the Book of Esther. 


The story opens with a glow of splendour—a flash of brilliant colour, 

The king is holding a gorgeous revel in his palace at Susa. Tle has 

gathered the princes and nobles around him. His banquet is sppposed to 

identify Xerxes with Ahasuerus, as the Persian monarch is known to have 

had a festivity of the kind early in his reign.. Amidst gay tents, on tesse- 

lated pavements, are golden and silver couches, whereas (as boys who have 

read classical history know) it was the fashionof revellers in certain nations 

to recline while at their meals, This fashion was especially adopted in Rome 

in later days. ‘The wine flowed freely, but, contrary to the practice of the 

feudal days, and even of the six bottle days of our grandfathers, every one 

followed the bent of his own inclination as to the good cheer thus provided, 

Queen Vashti, too, gave her banquet to the women, who, in oriental fashion, 

feasted apart from the men. Ahasuerus being in that state of wine when 

the aleohometer rises only to the point of jollity, wished in the pride of his 

heart to show Vashti to his guests. He was evidently proud of her. He 

sent a grand escort to fetch her. But Vashti refused the king’s commanes. 

We. think she was wrong. She might have obliged her husband. But 

Eastern women are unaccustomed to mix im the society of men. They are 

even to this day kept in retirement in their own apartments; and when 

they go out in many places they hide their faces with a “yashmak” or 

veil. Then the king’s vinous state of mind went up another degree in the 

alcohometer. He became angry. But—and this is why we do not 

think he could have been Xerxes—instead of at once beheading ‘ashti 

and the seven officers who went in vain to fetch her—as Xerxes, if we read 

his character rightly, would surely have done, without consulting any one 

—Ahasuerus, on the contrary, consulted seven princes, probably “ media- 

tized;” that is to say, princes who had voluntarily given up their power of 

government to the king while retaining princely rank—a thing first done 

in “* Media.” Hence the expression “ mediatized’’—a term applied to those 

German princes, such as the Princes of Hohenzollern, who yielded up their 
right of rule to the King of Prussia and merged their dominions in his, 
though they were still considered of blood royal. He also intended 
to act (as Xerxes never would have acted) “ according to law.” Hence con- 
_stitutionalism was not unknown in Persia, The princes advised the king to 
punish Vashti for her disobedience by sending her away from him, and 


| depriving her of queenly rank, on the plea that if a queen were allowed to 


_ disobey her husband, less important ladies in the land would. follow suit. 
'Two morals may be drawn from this result. First, the maxim explained in 
the famous and terse French expression “ noblesse oblige ;’—in other words, 
| on account of the example offered by her high rank, Vashti should have 
made a sacrifice of her private feelings to her duty of obedience, for the sake

ell as to queens-—to men and boys as well as to women and girls. It may | 


be expressed in a few words: Do not be disobliging. Concession—for- 
bearance—is the source of a household’s happiness. The king made a 
decree which, according to the customs of the Medes and Persians, was 
unalterable, and dismissed the Queen. He promulgated also an order 
throughout the provinces in all the languages of those provinces that hence- 
forth husbands should govern in their own houses. But that, of course, is 
a law beyond the power of the most despotic monarch to enforce. 


In the second chapter we are introduced to Esther. She was an 
orphan cousin and ward of Mordecai (a Jewish exile). When the king 
had determined to remarry, she, with many other young ladies of the land, 
was presented to the King for his choice. Esther was evidently most 
amiable, Instead of requiring all sorts of finery as the other girls did, and 
being exacting and capricious, she went exactly as she was told to go by 
the officer of the household in charge. The king fell in love with her, 
married her, crowned her and made a wedding feast. It is impossible to 
avoid noticing the docility of Esther's character. She not only obeyed the 
officer of the household; but she obeyed Mordecai : just as if, instead of being 
Queen, wife of the great monarch, she were still Mordecai’s humble ward, 
By his directions, she did not say she was a Jewess. Perhaps this was 
prudent; butit was not courageous. The chapter ends with a tragedy from 
which the great result of the book springs. Mordecai discovers a conspi- 
racy against the king's life. He tells Esther of it. She informs the 
king. The conspirators are detected ond hanged. 


The third chapter introduces Haman (thoagh some say he is the 
Memucan mentioned in the first chapter). Haman, like Gesler, required 
homage to be paid to him. Mordecai, like William Tell, refused to pay him 
obeisance. ‘This irritated Haman, who, having ascertainel that Mordecai 
was a Jew, vowed vengeance against the whoie Jewish race. In a ennning 
speech he stirs up his royal master against the Jews. He dwells on the 
peculiarity of their laws and their neglect of the national laws ; he makes a 
sly appeal to the king’s avarice. The king yields to Haman. A quantity 
of dispatches are sent out by post—for evidently posts were invented so far 
back as the days of Ahasuerus : 

“Tle bids his messengers ride forth, 
East and West, and South and North ;” 
speeding a. message of destruction through every province of his vast 
empire, and urging the governors and people to rise up against the Jews 
—men, women, and chiidren— and slay them ! 

The fourth chapter, perhaps the grandest and most forcible in the book, 
opens with the grief of Mordecai and the Jews when the dreadful intelli- 
gence reached them, Nothing in ancient or modern narrative-writing is 
more powerful, more impressive, than the description of their alarm and 
misery. The chapter-proceeds to tell us how Esther heard the news and 
sent to Mordecai, who called on her to save her people. She sends word, in 
reply, that whoever dares approach the king without his summons, unless 
he held forth his sceptre—sign of indulgence—must be put to death. Then 
Mordecai appeals to her. She ust risk her life. In any ease she would 
not be saved. Another niode of salvation will spring forth for her people, 
even if she fear to be the instrument of their safety. But she would be 
lost. She.was probably sent, he says, for this mission. The gracious, 
devoted, obedient lady hesitates no longer. But she does not rely on her 
own influence with the king—not even on her own discretion—nay, not 
even in what she may well believe to be the justice of hercause. No. She 
throws herself humbly, fearfully, tremblingly on Divine Compassion. She 
bids her brethren fast for her. She too will fast. She will break the law ; 
“and if I perish—I perish !” 

Can the force of human language be greater? Oh, you boys who are 
old enough to construe the Georgics for the pleasure of reading the rural 
Strain in the Mantuan’s Latin—who are sensible enough to like the Llind 
in the original, so that the fiue flowing heroics may strike the ear in the 
fluent language in which Homer sang: you girls who say you never enjoyed 
Schiller till you could read him in his grand native German ; nor cared for 
French history till you understood how Lamartine paints it in his own 
graceful tongae—try another and a greater pleasure of the same kind. See 
if a little labour spent in translating the fourth chapter of Esther so 
thorouglily as to read it with ease in the original, will not reward you 
for your exertions with a harvest of rich delight. 


As to the moral of this chapter, we do not write 


“ For that dull elf 
Who cannot picture to himself” 


the grandeur of Esther's devotion. 


The fifth chapter is the most dramatic of the whole narrative. With 
what seems to us infinite art, the narrator crowds into the first verse five 
regal epithets, as if to give increased majesty to the scene and render the 
Courage of Esther more sublime. You, girls and boys, can you not imagine 

the throbbing of Esther’s heart, the trembling of her hand, the faltering of 
her footsteps, as she approached the royal presence? Ahasuerus was not 
Only her husband, but her king ; not only the king, but a despotic king, 
Who, in a moment of caprice, could, regardless of law, order her to instant 
death. For in those days a husband was not to his wife what he is now— 
an equal, a friend, a companion—walking with her, hand in hand, side by 
Side, with equal tread down life’s path; each tenderly loving the other, each 
Orbearing to the other ; neither ruling the other except by the lawof love. 
ay, even royal husbands were not then what they are in these happier 
ays, when the home in the palace is but a larger view of the hom? m the 
Cottage—when the purple mantle of a king does not conceal his heart from: 
his wife; when no peasant’s wife can be nearer and dearer to her humble 
usband than is the queen of a hundred million subjects to her imperial 


lord; when, as we know in our own land, the queen of the greatest empire

and asks of the king the safety of her people. 


.tells him, if she be spared while her people are slain ! 


and most powerful people of the earth had her chief pride and giory in her 
husband’s love, 

With infinite tact, Esther did not at once prefer her prayer for the 
salvation of her people from destruction. No. She temporizes. She 
invites the king and his favourite Haman to a banquet which she will pre- 
pare for the morrow. The king, glad to humour her in such a trifle, readily 
consents. (He was constituted after the fashion of Henry the Eighth —he 
divorced one wife sternly ; he humoured another playfully.) 

Haman’s delight at the favour of the court, as manifested by his 
being honoured with an invitation with the king, is clouded by the con- 
tinued obstinacy of Mordecai, who still refuses to pay him homage. This 
apparent trifle overshadows all his happiness. It is 

“The little rift within the lute 
Which, growing wider, makes the music mute.” 
Zeresh (his wife) and his friends comfort him. Get Mordecai killed to- 
morrow, they say, and then all will go well. No advice is thought so 
sound as that which accords with our own desires. Haman is delighted, 
and, like another Richard the Third, determines “ not to dine” till his 
persistent rival is slain. 

The sixth chapter tells us how the restless king, una le to sleep, sent 
for the Book of Chronicles—whether to keep him amnsed or to send him to 
slumber, history saith not. Abhasuerus, like the Bourbons and the Stuarts, 
and probably like other kings, had a glorious power of forgetting favours 
rendered tohim. He had forgotten how Mordecai had saved his life from 
the conspiring chamberlains. Being reminded of it by the Chronicles— 
which we imagine was a sort of newspaper—he ascertainel that Mordecai 
was never rewarded for this service. Haman, presenting himselr to the 
king with a mild request that Mordecai shall be hanged, is asked by the 
cunning potentate what distinction shall be conferred on the man * whom 
the king delights to honour’”’ Haman, thinking himself to be alluded to, 
proposes the pleasant triumphant procession familiar to us all, Then, says 
the king, give all the honours you suggest to Mordecai. The startled 
courtier hastens home, where he is comfortel by the assurance that this ts 
only the beginning of his misfortunes. 

The seventh chapter opens with the banquet. Esther, probably know- 
ing at what point of the aleohometer Ahasuerus’s heart, made merry 
with wine, is most open to genial influences, seizes her opportunity, Knowing 
that there is a 

‘Tide in the affairs of men 
Which taken at the flood leads on to fortune,” 

Possibly guessing how dear 
she was to the king, she tells him that her life is in danger, as well as the 
life of her people. Had she been taken as a bondswoman, she says, “ she 
had said ncthing”—thus, doubtless, by a hint that Haman intended to 
Crag her away from the king, inflaming his anger all the more. Mad 
with passion, he orders Haman to be slain—to be hanged on the gallows 
prepared for Mordecai! 

“ Keen was the blow; but keener far to feel 

His own the pinion that had winged the steel.” 

The chapter-tells us that Haman intereeded with Esther for his life, 
But apparently there was no time for her to have exerted her powers in 
this respect (though whether she would have been willing or whether it 
was her dnty to do so is doubtful); for the king, mistaking his agitated 
pleading for an insult to the dignity of the queen, ordered him to instant 
execution. 

Thus the impending storm fell; but the first flash of lightning, struck 
from the clouds that Haman had gathered, fe!l on Haman himself, 
Haman’s house is given.to Esther; Haman’s post at court to Mordecai. 
The sky cleared, but the danger had not passed away. 

In the eighth chapter, Esther implores the king to save her people, 
and to reverse his orders to destroy them. How can she be happy, she 
For them she 
pleads. The king would willingly reverse the fatal deeree; but the “ laws. 
of the Medes and the Persians are unchangeable.” He can but pursue 
one course. He charges Mordecaito give the Jews throughout the empire 
full power to defend themselves against their assailants. 

Great was the joy of the Jews. The Jews, as we learn from the ninth 
chapter, fell on their enemies and would-be assassins. The governors of the 
provinces and royal officers helped them. The slaughter that ensued was 
doubtless severe; but had it been otherwise, the Jewish people would have 
beeu exterminated. But though they slew their enemies in self-defence, 
they did not touch their property. Ours was probably the only ancient 
people capable of such a sacrifice. 

The Feast of Purim was established in memorial of the deliverance, 
‘from generation to generation, in every nation, in every family.” 

The last chapter tells us of Mordecai’s greatness. More fortunate than 
other leaders in Israel, he was accepted by his brethren, who do not seem 
to have been envious or jealous of him. True to his Jewish character, be 
spoke ‘ peace” to all his seed. | 

In the next, and concluding, article on the subject, we shall refer 
generally to the nature of the Book of Esther; the general moral; ané 
the observances of Purim. |
